The electoral cdllege is fixed by the 
membership of congress, one for each 
representative. Georgia, with two sen- 
ators and eleven representatives, has, to 
illustrate, 13 votes. Four years ago, and 
in 1896 also, the electoral college mem- 
bership was 447; in 1892 it was 444, 
Utah nat being admitted as a state at 
that time; in 1884 and 1888 the college 
had 40! votes.

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TALK TO-POLICE 
“BY JAMES KEY 


Candidate for Mayor Makes 
+ Political Speech at 
Barracks. 


@ James I. Key, candidate for mayor 
og Atlanta, delivered a political speech 
to the evening watch of the police 
force when that body went on duty be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'vlock yesterday after- 
woon. 

The remarks of Mr. Key consumed 
about fifteen minutes and were deliver- 
ed while the policemen were lined up 
for pol] call and ready to march out for 
the evening duty. The speech was given 
close attention by the policemen, and 
was interrupted at times by applause. 

Mr. Key was at the police station some 
time before the watch was assembied. for 
roll call, and the members of ee eve- 
ning detail were considerably interested 
in the expected speech. . 

In addressing the policemen, Mr. Key 
told of his political aspirations and re- 
ferred to the “Key ordinance,” which, 
he gaid, was introduced because he took 
a deep interest in the welfare of the 
rank and file of the force and of the 
department generally. He spoke of 
other attempts he had made and prom- 
ised to do more if elected to the of- 
fice of mayor, concluding by asking the 
support of those who heard him. 

This speech was in accordance with 
an old custom among. candidates for 
mayor and other offices in Atlanta, near- 
ly all of whom during their campaigns 
deliver one or ‘more addresses to the 
police at police headquarters. 

However, in the light of the ordinance

From California to 
Maine and Massachusetts, and from the 
igstates between, the hosts had come, and 
|at 10 o'clock, the hour set for the pa- 
rade to move, 25,000 men were in line. 

Line of March Crowded. 

Along the line of march at every avail- 
able point viewing stands had been 
built, and these began to fill early, par- 
ticularly those on the Boston common.

Twenty-sixth’s Brigades Parade. 

Under fair skies twenty-six brigades of 
the Uniform Rank, Knights of Pythias, 
over 10,000 strong. passed in review be- 
fore the people of Louisville today. Over 
100,000 people lined the route of the 
parade, 3 miles in length, and cheered 
the militant members of the order as 
they marched past in trim service unl- 
forms, or dress parade regalia, with 
scarlet plumes and glittering trappings. 

Despite a drawback in the number and 
quality of the horses furnished the vist- 
tors which, according to the general staff, 
prevented nearly 22,000 men from partic- 
ipating, the pageant was a gorgeous suc- 
cess. General Sarnahanm, commander in 
chief, was a very wrathful man when 
the hour for the parade drew near, and 
he took note of the quality of the heasts 
offered for mounts. 

“Look at that plug.” he ejaculated, 
pointing to a.sad-looking animal whose 
legs were garnished with nearly all the 
bumps mentioned in the horse book. “If 


they expect me to ride him they are mis- 


taken. They would egg me out of the 
parade if that brute could 


through it. And this in the home of the 
‘thoroughbreds!’ ' : 

At the last moment General Carnahan 
was furnished with a suitable horse, but 
three cavalry companies and many offl- 
'cers were forced to enter the parade un-
